BRUSSELS, Dec. 13.— Leopold II, 
King of the Belgians, Is tonight mak- 
ing a desperate light with death, and 
the odds are strongly against the aged 
monarch. As a last resort the sur- 
geon's knife will be tried tomorrow. 
If the operation is successful King 
Leopold may live. If it falls the end Is 
inevitable. 

All will depend on t lie King's 
strength and vitality, which are fast 
ebbing away. Rheumatism has al- 
ready conquered the aged and wasted 
frame. Dropsy has developed, and an 
obstruction of the intestines, which 
must be removed, has greatly aggra- 
vated the seriousness of his condition. 
The general opinion is that the King 
will not survive the operation. In- 
deed, he may die at any moment. 

The monarch himself Is rather op- 
timistic, and today exclaimed to his 
physician: "Operate, and the sooner 
the better." But he added, with a 
wan, wistful smile: "Perhaps, doctor, 
the long, long Journey Is at hand." 

King Leopold is still as lucid and 
full of intellect as ever. His master- 
ful mind, which conceived and carried 
out the gigantic Congo project and 
roused the whole world into bitter in- 
dictment and discussion, calmly di- 
rected what seems to be the final chap- 
ter in his spectacular career. 

The picture was pathetic enough. 
Separated from his two oldest daugh- 
ters by a tragic skein of events, with 
scandals of his own . personal life 
whispered by every tongue, Leopold 
lay tonignt in "The Palms," a little 
pavilion of six rooms, close to the 
great empty Lacken Castle, surround- 
ed by his faithful daughter, Princess 
Clementine, Crown Prince Albert and 
the royal household. The castle Is 
empty, for the king sold all the furni- 
ture, dismissed the servants and with- 
drew to the pavilion. 

The day was a unlxture of anxiety, 
hope and despair, and as his strength 
failed, the king whispered to his chap- 
lain, and the aged fend devoted priest, 
with tears rolling down his cheeks, 
approached the bed and heard his con- 
fession and administered communion 
and extreme unction. 

During the morning the king, assist- 
ed by a notary and solicitor, settled 
his private affairs. He discussed 
points in his will with per- 
fect composure. In the of. 
ternoon he took farewell of the 
court officials. To Count Cultremont, 
marshal of the court, his Majesty said: 
"You have served me well for more 
than twenty years. I am grateful. 
Before I die I want to tell you so and 
give you my thanks," 

The King then summoned Princess 
Clementine, whom he kissed several 
times, telling her not to cry. She was 
led fainting from the room. Other 
relatives, including Prince Albert, fol- 
lowed, Princeoss Louise, whose credi- 
tors tried to prevent her from receiv- 
ing her inheritance of the Queen's 
jewels, has offered a dramatic touch 
to the present situation by sending 
from Hungary an insistent appeal to 
her father to receive her, and it is ru- 
mored tonight that the King has con- 
sented to see his banished daughter. 
Nothing has yet been heard from 
Princess Stephanie.

WORK AT EXTENSION 



Coal Minos Able to Resume — Prepar- 
ations At Nanaimo For Big Run 
of Herring. 

NANAIMO,' Dec. 13.— After an en- 
forced idleness of nearly two weeks, 
due to the washout on the Extension 
railway, the mines at Extension are 
expected to resume operations tomor- 
row. The damage done to the Httsla'm 
Creek bridge by the recent heavy rain 
has about been repaired. It is ex- 
pected by the management to have the 
railway in operation tomorrow or next 
day\uid that the output from the" 
mines will be transported to Ladysmlth 
without further interruption. 

That those Interested in the herring 
industry here this season anticipate a 
big pack is evidenced by the fact of 
huge shipments of. salt arriving for 
the curing of the herring. Recently the 
Tyrherio arrived here and discharged 
a heavy shipment. Today the stearsjr 
Tamico Is unloading nearly two thou- 
sand tons. Within the past few days 
over three thousand tons of salt arrived 
In the city consigned to the various 
firms engaged in the fishing industry. 
Other vessels with largo shipments oC 
salt are expected In a few days, in- 
cluding the Canadian Mexican steamer 
Georgia, which is now at Guayinas 
loading the largest single shipment of 
salt ever carried to this port. 

The herring are now running plenti- 
fully. Good catches are reported, and 
it is expected the pack this season will 
aggregate between thirty- five and forty 
thousand tons of Halt llsh.

Dominion Government Urged 
to Fight Against White 




Expert's Suggestion Not Taken 
in Kind Part By City 
Council 



Further consideration of the much- 
mooted Smith's Hill reservoir ques- 
tion consequent on another communi- 
cation from Arthur L. Adams urging 
that no time be lost in having a 
thorough lnvesttSfcti 'on of the alleged 
defects, if any, in that work, and that 
In fairness to himself 'no judgment bo 
passed on the work until such steps 
as ho shall suggest are taken under 
his direction, and suggesting that the 
reservoir be again placed in the hands 
of Mr. Kempke, the engineer who last 
had charge of construction work, oc- 
cupied the greater part of the. time at 
last night's session of the city coun- 
cil. 

Incidentally the discussion gave an 
opportunity for Alderman number to 
make certain statements relative to 
facts which he claimed ho had- secured 
from Assistant City Engineer Bryson, 
statements which were flatly contra- 
dicted by Alderman Stewart. Mayor 
Hall also" took a part In the discussion, 
ending by rapping the. city press over 
the knuckles for what he claimed were 
unwarrantable and injudicious state- 
ments anent the condition of the res- 
ervoir. 

His Worship opined that the papers 
have been endeavoring to convince the 
electors that the council is a body 
which "does not know enough to come 
nut of the wet." a remark somewhat 
appropriate in these days of talk of 
"seepage." 

At last Friday night's meeting of 
the council a letter from Mr. Adams 
was read suggesting that he should 
be given nn opportunity of coming fo 
Victoria and looking Into the reservoir 
question with a view of placing the 
responsibility for the defects. It was 
then decided that Mr. Adams could do I 
so provided he paid all expenses Incl- I 
dent to the trip. Last night his fur- I 
ther communication was received in 
like manner with the addition that 
Mr. Kempke will not bo allowed to 
take a hand in the work as suggested 
by Mr. Adams. The discussion waxed 
warm at times and though the sug- 
gestion was made on more than one 
occasion that the reservoir should' bo 
filled to Its full capacity the sugges- 
tion was sidestepped. 

Adams' Second Epistle 

Mr. Adams' second communication 
was as follows: 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 8, H109. 
Dear Mr. Kaymur, — Your recent mes- 
sage leads me to conclude that certain 
interests In Victoria adverse to the 
water department of the city, the city 
administration, and myself, have gain- 
ed that headway which makes It im- 
prudent to longer delay taking definite 
action to secure absence of leakage in | 
the Smith Hill reservoir, even though 
that delay were warrantable, on the | 
score of 'ascertaining facts desirable 
In prescribing toe best and cheapest 
remedy. I therefore address yon this | 
letter, and through you the honorable 
mayor and hoard of aldermen, for the 
purpose of urging Immediate action, 
'['he leakage is to lie regarded as a 
construction contingency provided for 
by special allowance by all engineers 
hi estimating such structures and pro- 
vided for in my detailed estimate of 
Smith Hill reservoir, the summary ot 
which lias been embodied in my re- 
ports. 

Because of this fact: because of my 
professional and special interest as 
your engineer for some years past in 
counseling and advising the city In all 
Its dealings with the Esquimalt Wa- 
ter CM.; because of my authorship of 
the plans and specifications under 
which the Smith Hill reservoir has 
been thus far built; because of my 
acting In a consulting capacity during 
its construction; and because of what 
I believe to have been, with the ex- 
ception of tills contingency, the sat- 
isfactory results of the professional 
relations between the city and myself 
under most difficult ami adverse- con- 
ditions from start to finish, because of' 
all this and more, I feel that I have 
the right in fairness to myself and in 
the interest of, the citizens of Victoria 
to expect that the public; olllciuls will 
suspend judgment, resist influenced 
clamor, and take? such steps under my 
direction as may be necessary to make 
this structure an unqualified success.

MORE THAN MEM 



Compiaint From New Bruns- 
wick of pad Pay By Sub- 
Contractors. 



OTTAWA, Dec. 13.— Practically the 
whole of today's sitting of the Com- 
mons was monopolized by a discus- 
sion of the evils of and remedies for 
tuberculosis. That so much should be 
spent upon the fight against tu- 
berculosis in cattle by the Dominion 
government and so little to save hu- 
man beings from the ravages of the 
same disease was commented upon by 
several of the speakers as. unworthy of 
our present day civilization. 

The resolution, which was introduc- 
ed by George Perley, was discussed by 
a number of the medical men of the 
House and the unanimity of opinion 
expressed provided a rare rest from 
the acrimony of party discussion. Dr. 
Sehnffner, of Sourls; Dr. Paquet, of 
L'Islet, and Dr. Sproule; of East Grey, 
continued the debate. 

II. H. Miller, South Grey, ex-prcsl- 
dont of the Canadian association for 
the prevention of tuberculosis, pre- 
sented the report of the association. 

Hon. Sydney Fisher concluded the 
debate. He accepted the resolution 
for the government, anil snld that the 
House would bo asked for a larger 
grant to the association. However, 
the provinces were now beginning to 
Play their parts, and It would be un- 
wise for the. federal government to 
enter the Held. In defending the gov- 
ernment against the charge that more 
money was spent on preserving the 
health of animals than that of human 
beings he said the one. really had to 
do with the other. While protecting 
animals they were protecting human 
life. Today not ten por cent, of tho 
cases were due to tuberculous milk, 
vision resoIut,on carried without a dl- 

Correspondence. arising out of a 
complaint that sub-contractors on tho 
National Transcontinental railway In 
New Brunswick had been unable to 
pay for supplies bought ' from mer- 
chants and farmers was laid upon the 
table of the Commons In the form of 
a return asked for by Mr. Crockett. It 
was shown that the original contract 
on the division on which the trouble 
occurred was given to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, which sublet the con- 
tract to the Toronto Construction Co., 
and this company in return sublet to 
others. Mr. Crockett claimed that tho 
work- was being done at n price forty 
per cent, under the figures of tho or- 
iginal contract, and that the original 
contractors were morally, If not legal- 
ly, responsible. The net result of the 
correspondence, which passed between 
Hon. Mr. Graham and the National 
Transcontinental commissioners was 
that the commissioners, while promis- 
ing to exert their influence over the 
original contractors, said that more 
prudence should have been shown by 
those who gave credit to the sub- 
contractor.

No trains will leave the E & N 
Hallway company's local depot . 
for Island East Coast points today, 
liotli freight and passenger services 
have been suspended, formal an- 
nouncement of that fact having been I 
made by H. k. Beasley, the superin- I 
tendent, yesterday afternoon, after 
the receipt of information that there 
were two more serious wash-outs on 
the line between here and Ladysmlth. 
The prospect is that there will be no 
rail connection with Wellington, Nan- 
aimo, Ladysmlth, Duncan, and other 
centres for some (lays— perhaps until 
tho end of the week 

This, tin? second serious break in tho 
service this winter, has been occasion- 
ed by the washing away of filling 
about one half a mile north of Cow- 
ichnn and on the road somewhere In 
the vicinity of the Silica Brick Works. 
At these two points, according to the 
report received by Mr. Beasley, the 
rails have been undermined for about 
one hundred feet. 

How long it will take to make the 
necessary repairs the superintendent 
couldn't say yesterday. At that tlmo 
he hadn't obtained all the details need- 
ed to make' an accurate estimate. No 
time would be lost, be declared, in put- 
ting the road in shape. A ipi.lo driver 
and other machinery was on Its way to 
the break near the city, and gangs 
with all equipment requisite would bo 
concentrated at both wash-outs the 
first tiling today, where they would 
remain working under high pressure 
until the line was In condition to per- 
mit the passage with safety of loaded 
freight and passenger trains. 

Meanwhile the City of Nanaimo will 
maintain communication between Vic- 
toria and East Coast cities. She leaves 
this morning, and will continue, ac- 
cording to present arrangements, on 
tlie same schodule us that adopted by 
tlie steamer Charmer on the occasion of

Covers Eight Miles at Height of About 
250 Foet— Mr. Baldwin's Loss 
By Fire. 

BADDECK, C. P.., Dec. 13.— J. D. 
McCurdy, of tho Canadian Aerodrome, 
made a remarkable flight at daybreak 
tills morning at the Bentlnck farm. 
The machine took the air easily after 
travelling about one hundred yards on 
the frozen ground. McCurdy gradual- 
ly ascended until he was. about two 
hundred and fifty feet in the air. He 
circled tlie meadow four times at this 
elevation, covering eight miles In all. 
While the party were at Big Baddeck, 
witnessing the flight, Mr. Baldwin's 
cottage on Beinn Breagh was com- 
pletely demolished by lire.

The house 
was burned to the ground. Mr. and 
Mrs. Baldwin lost all their wedding- 
presents, together with many valuable 
scientific records.

Convention the Greatest in 
History of the Province — 
Meets Delegations 



British Columbia's favorite son, Hon. 
Premier McBrldo, returned yesterday 
evening from Kamloops, where he has 
been attending the Conservative conven- 
tion. 

The convention, says tho premier, 
was unquestionably t| lc best gathering 
of any. political party ever held In Brit- 
ish Columbia — from the north as far 
oven as the Klteena, and on the south 
from the International boundary and 
far-away East Kootenay. The arrange- 
ments made for the entertainment of 
their many visitors by the Conservatives 
of Kamloops were complete and satis- 
factory in the extreme, while tho ban- 
quet which formed an Important fea- 
ture of the proceedings will long bn re- 
membered as an historical event in tho 
Inland Capital. The premier does not 
add — but other returning delegates sup- 
ply that dellclency — that his address on 
the occasion of that banquet was quite 
the finest oratorical effort to which the 
people of tho Interior have ever had 
opportunity of' listening. 

Met Delegation. 

While in Kamloops, the premier was 
waited upon by an influential delegation 
representative of the city council and 
the board of trade of Kamloops. the lat- 
ter body being championed by J. QUI, 
J. Milton ami Dr. Wade, while tlie for- 
mer was represented by Aid. Noble, Tay- 
lor and Bayntun. In addition to these 
chosen spokesmen of the occasion, the 
deputation was reinforced by Mayor 
Robinson, President C. W. Hallamore, of 
tho board of trade; 13. J. Hosker, J. P. 
Shaw, the member-elect; 13. Shaw, and 
several other citizens. The needs and 
desires of Kamloops in connection with 
Canadian Northern construction was 
the subject of the interview. A copy 
of the resolution passed at tho joint 
meeting of the hoard of trade and city 
council was submitted to the premier 
and he was urged to have the (In all 
agreement with the C. N'. R. made to 
provide for tho actual coming within 
the city limits of the railway. Every 
possible argument was used by mem- 
bers of the deputation In urging this 
action on the part of the government. 
The premier, In reply, said he thought 
the people of Kamloops were needlessly 
alarmed, lie had talked over this mat- 
tor with Mr. Mftnn and he wan assured 
that Kamloops would not be In any way 
neglected or Injured when the tinal 
plans were agreed to. He realized Kam- 
loops' needs In this regard and he would 
make it his business to see that every- 
thing possible was done to meet their 
wishes. He could not hold a pistol at 
toe head of tho Canadian Nor hem In 
this matter but he knew that it irus 
intended to have C. N. It. shoo?, i.tc, 
built in Kamloops. He assured the depu- 
tation that he would do everything In 
ids [lower to meet their wishes. 
Caro of Consumptives. 

Mayor Robinson directed the pre- 
mier's attention to the urgent need of 
some provision being made for the care 
of advanced cases of consumption, many 
of which came to Kamloops, tlie suffer- 
ers In many cases being in Indigent cir- 
cumstances. Present conditions it was 
urged were a menace m ih> general 
health of the city. The promier replied 
that the government lm-1 under advise- 
ment the conditions to which attention 
was directed, and no doubt something 
would be done in the near future. 
Deputation From Yale. 

Another deputation having a lung 
conference witli the premier during bis 
visit to Kamloops was composed of the 
Yale delegates to the convention, who 
were especially desirous of knowing 
Mr. McBrlde's Intentions in respect lo 
the Ynlo seat, to which ho has boon 
elected by a large majority, ns well as 
being chosen by Victoria at the head 
of the poll here. Tho premier advised 
them that ns soon as It was possible 
lie would communicate his decision and 
Intentions. Meanwhile the announce- 
ments in several of tlie Interior news- 
papers to the effect that tlie refusal of 
1 ho Yale seat lias been offered to Hon. 
C. A. fcjenilln. must bo regarded as dis- 
tinctly and altogether premature, 




Zelaya's Reign of Terror Con- 
tinues in the Capital of 
Nicaragua 



JAILS ARE CROWDED 

WITH SUSPECTED MEN 



Reports From Two Parties Dif- 
fer Widely As to Revo- 
lution 



SAN SALVADOR, Dec. 13.— The 
reign of terror continues at Managua, 
the capital of Nicaragua. President 
Zelaya is ruling with a hand of iron. 
Political offenders, real and suspected, 
crowd the Jails. The government's al- 
lowance for the food of the iprisoners 
is absurdly small and as a result many 
of them are half starved. Tlie govern- 
ment will not permit them to receive 
food from their friends. The routine 
of their prison existence Is broken oc- 
casionally by beatings which the au- 
thorities order from time to time for 
such of the prisoners as have Incurred 
the special displeasure of the ruling 
power. The men in chains number 
several hundreds. 

Mexico's Action. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — A Mex- 
ican gunboat is en route to Corinto, 
according to an official despatch from 
Managua received by the State De- 
partment today. In the absence o£ 
specific information on the subject 
this fact seems to Indicate that the 
Mexican government is actively co- 
operating with the United States In its 
aggressive policy towards the Zeluya 
faction in Nicaragua. 

The governor of the state of Chi- 
huahua, who ia in Washington as the 
personal representative of President 
Diaz of Mexico, will have an interview 
with Secretary of State Knox tomor- 
row, at ' three o'clock, at which it is 
assumed ho will more clearly define 
tho attitude of the Mexican govern- 
ment towards the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment than has heretofore been done. 
The State Departmnt is without In- 
formation regarding the attempted ef- 
fort of Zelaya to make, a detour Witli 
his army around Rama, with a view to 
an attack on Blucfields. 

Zelayan Version. 

BERLIN, Dec. 13. — J. E. W. Pain, 
Nicaraguan consul general at Berlin, 
today Issued a statement to the pub- 
lic saying: "The whole of Nicaragua 
has judged the treason of Estrada and 
has declared for President Zelaya. 
Some of the revolutiona y leaders have 
already left Estrada's flag and sought 
safety abroad. The Government 
troops will quickly restore order. 
That the United States should recog- 
nize the revolutionists as belligerents 
is unthinkable, because the United 
States has engaged by treaty with tho 
Central American states to refuse to 
recognize any movement to attain 
power through revolution. Dr. Cast- 
rillo, the Washington agent of Estra- 
da, has indeed expressed the desire for 
such recognition, but the idea is 
laughable. The revolt is now localiz- 
ed, being limited to a few places on tho 
east coast." 

Etrada's Protest. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— A lengthy 
despatch from General Estrada, leader 
of the — revolutionary forces in Ni- 
caragua to Senor Castrillo, represent- 
ative in Washington of the Nicarag- 
uan revolutionists, was receive*! by tho 
latter today, .in which General Estrada 
declares unequivocally that Dr. Ma- 
derz will not be acceptable to tho revo- 
lutionary forces as a successor to Pre- 
sident Zelaya. The rebel leader states 
that such a step would mean merely a 
continuation of tlie Zelayan regime, 
and he considers the proposition rid- 
iculous. He requests Senor Castrillo to 
so inform the state department at 
Washington in his behalf. General 
Estrada reiterates that his army is 
still quartered in an impregnable posi- 
tion at Rama, and that the battle thcro 
has not yet begun. .

Tlio ratepayers of Spring Ridge; 
hoard W. K. Oliver one of. the mayor- 
alty candidates, enunciate hia plat- 
form at a meeting held in the Fern- 
wood Young Men's Hall last night. As 
Mr. Oliver stated himself his platform 
is a short one consisting only of two 
planks, one, that the water problem 
must be settled permanently, and tlio 
other tlio vital necessity of good roads 
and streets in the city. 

The chair at the meeting was taken 
by J. G. Brown. In opening his ad- 
dress Mr, Oliver explained the reason 
of his candidature. His motives .were 
not personal, tie was running at ex- 
treme discomfort to himself. Itis 
whole desire was his belief that if 
elected he could do some good for the 
city. He had been asked why ho did 
not continue to act as a councillor in 
Oak Bay. In his belief the prosperity 
of Oak Bay depended upon that of the 
city of Victoria. It was the same with 
;ill the districts contiguous to the city 
thelr Interests and that of Victoria 
were as one. What had kept Oalt Kay 
back was the mismanagement of Vic- 
toria's civic affairs. That was a reas- 
on why lie had conn Into the field, 
lie believed that he could 
more good both for Victor! 
.Bay as Mayor of Victoria 
councillor of Oak Bay. 

Water Question. 

The first great matter of 
portunce was the settlement of the 
water question. This should be set- 
tled permanently and not temporarily 
The speaker referred to the unpleas- 
ant conditions consequent on the pres- 
ent poor water supply. Existing con- 
ditions were deterrents to prosperity. 
He had been taunted on coming out 
for mayor with a desire to have Vic- 
toria purchase the Esquimau "Water- 
works Company's holdings, and it was 
stated that he held stock In this com- 
pany. He had already explained him- 
self on this matter several times hut 
wished to do so again. About four 
years ago he had nought shares In 
the Esquimalt company but he had 
sohl these last October with the ox- 
pass purpose of running for mayor 
His explanation on this point was 
clear and emphatic. He could not get 
back the shares even If he wanted to, 
as there were 110 strings In the sale. 

The position of Victoria's water 
question was that it must be settled 
finally. No temporary settlement 
would be any good. His wish was thnt 
after the election all the data pos- 
sible on the various proposals for 
solving the rp.iestion should he col- 
lected in succinct form, If that were 
possible, that it should then be plac- 
ed before the ratepayers. In his opin- 
ion the ratepayers had never been In 
a position to intelligently give an 
opinion as to tlie best, scheme.

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Four Schemes Advanced. 
The schemes ua they stood at pres- 
ent were four in number, two of which 
would settlo the matter only tempor- 
arily, while the other two would dis- 
pose) of the problem permanently. 
There was first tho extension of the 
present watershed ■ at -Elk lake (this 
scheme would possibly mean tho in- 
clusion of agricultural and contami- 
nating land.) (2) For.' the city to ex- 
ercise lis statutory rights and buy 
water from the Ksciulmult company, 
until the city should be in a position 
to develop Sopite Lake. (3) To buy 
out the Esquimau ; Waterworks com- 
pany. (3) To go to Sooke Lake. 
Having pointed out these schemes 
j Mr; Oliver went on to his way of deal- 
i lug with the matter. He considered 
I that Victoria was a part and parcel of 
the surrounding districts of Oak J3ay, 
Saanlch and Coldstream. If Victoria 
I settled the water, question for itself 
alone, the other districts would have 
to provide different systems ami then 
there would be a clashing of interests. 
Victoria and tho districts should all 
joiii together and settle the matter for. 
all. There should bo a central water 
board with representatives from all 
the districts affected. By this means 
not only would all the districts have 
representation. With this arrange- 
ment Mr. Oliver believed that the 
Provincial government would lend its 
credit in the financing of bonds for a 
water project. 

With regard to the financing, sup- 
uose that the water board wanted to 
but out the Victoria Waterworks 
company then the bonds for such pur- 
chase would be guaranteed by all the 
municipalities anil possibly by the 
provincial government.. The security 
for tin- interest mid sinking fund 
would be the taxes. Should there be 
a deficit, which with a properly handl- 
ed hoard was unlikely, then each dis- 
trict would have to make good in pro- 
portion. The water should be sold at 
cost price. There should be no prof- 
it made on such a commodity. 

Powers of Board. 
The powers of such a water board 
should be to expropriate any existing 
waterworks within their area, or to 
Install any new system it might think 
necessary. Its first duty would bo to 
take over the Victoria Waterworks 
company at a price to bo decided by 
arbitration. Then tills board should 
get an option on the Esquimalt 
Waterworks company. It should fur- 
ther perpetuate all rights in Sooko 
Lake. At present the Provincial gov- 
ernment had put a reserve on Soke 
Lake for municipal purposes. This re- 
serve was not perpetual, it might lie 
cancelled at any moment. The re- 
serve should be made perpetual. While 
Mr. Oliver said, he was in favor of 
this water board he was not bound to 
any scheme. 

Referring to the next plank in his 
platform the question of improved 
streets, he said that he considered the. 
streets at present were in an atrocious 
state. If things were rank and rot- 
ton people had to accept this fact and 
find out a method to Improve thorn. 
There was no use finding out who was 
responsible for tho present state of 
affairs. There was evidently a want 
of system in civic management. What 
was wrong was that when people land- 
ed In Victoria they floundered In a 
sea of mud. Then they come to a well 
paved street, and ;then again flound- 
ered Into mud. This was all ' well 
within the business area, while some

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of the roads in the outlying districts 
were In excellent condition. The first 
thing necessary was the fixing up of 
the main thoroughfares- of tho eity. 
On these rested the reputation of Vic- 
toria. 

•The city engineer should make out 
a plan showing what was necessary 
to be done. In • the suburbs the resi- 
dents should pay for the Improve- 
ments on a complete local Improve- 
ment plan. Such a plan had worked 
excellently in Oak Bay. Tho general 
funds of that municipality had never 
borne n cent of the expense. In con- 
nection with the central thoroughfares 
their Improvements should be effected 
out of the general funds. 

Alluding to the question of pave- 
ments Mr. Oliver said that any engin- 
eer 'Who did not know the best pave- 
ment for streets, according to the traf- 
fic on them, did not know anything 
about his business. In his opinion It 
did not matter what the pavement 



was as long as it was properly laid 
and was of tho best material. 

Replies to Queries. 
At the conclusion of his address .Mr. 
Qllver was asked a number of ques- 
tions. In reply to one as to whether 
he was in favor of contract or day 
labor in city work", he said that if a 
good foreman could be obtained he 
considered day labor the best. 

The ever-present question- of the 
Spring Ridge gravel pits was brought 
up in another question, Mr. Oliver be- 
ing asked what he would do to re- 
move those disgraceful conditions. Mo 

.said if he had his own way he would 
till them up. The city should have 

I power to expropriate- and regrade If 
sufficient funds wore available for 
this purpose. The land would thus 
become more valualile and through 
tills means -Hie -city might recoup 'itself. 
The question, however, he thought was 
more in the nature of a local improve- 
<mcnt one. If the audience, had any 
reasonable \yay to suggest of adjust- 



ing the matter he would be very glad 
to lend bis assistance. 

Asked if he was'ih favor of the le- 
gal business Of 'tlie.* council ' being car- 
ried 011 by two legal advisors, Mr. 
Oliver said that lie did not hoc any 
reason why there should he two law- 
yers. There has . been an intolerable 
succession of trouble through this ar- 
rangement

Urging Hint the city council should 
reconsider its decision not to submit 
a bylaw to the ratepayers on the 
question of the formation of a board of 
control, but Instead . to submit the 
measure this month so "that the elec- 
tion of the members of the board could 
■i<ke place on tho date of the forth- 
coming civic election, a deputation 
composed of It. D. Drury, William 
Oliphant, A. B. McNeill, W.' J. Hanna 
and others waited upon tho city coun- 
cil last night. Mayor Hull at the con- 
clusion of the remarks promised con- 
sideration, but nothing was done sub- 
sequently at tho council meeting. 

Mr; Drury believed that the rate- 
payers who pay the taxes should have 
someone who they could hold respon- 
sible, some one elected by the people. 
Mr. Drury believed Alderman Turner, 
as chairman of tlvj streets, bridges and 
sewers committee, had done excellent 
work in supervising civic works, but 
it could not be expected that he could 
be everywhere and he doubted If Al- 
derman Turner, if asked if he is pre- 
pared to accept responsibility for de- 
fects In work done this year, would 
accept such responsibility. In fact he 
should not lie called upon to do so. He 
has his own business to attend to and 
he is not paid to give his whole time 
to council work-. 

Hut if In: or "tilers were paid a 
salary to give their Whole time to city 
work and have facilities to do so lie 
would not refuse to accept responsi- 
bility. Mr. Drury believed that it is 
not necessary for (lie controllers to 
have expert knowledge any more than, 
say the manager of an hotel Is sup- 
posed to know how to do the kitchen 
work. There has been a great deal of 
blame attached to the officials but 
with controllers in dally and close 
touch with these officials and with the 
work, Inside and out, they would soon 
be in a position to handle their duties 
intelligently. In Toronto the experience 
has been first alderman, then con- 
troller and then mayor, thus permitting 
of continuity. Perhaps sometimes the 
system Is not all that it Should be, but 
tilings can not well be worse than they 
ure at present. 

Experience in Edmonton 

William Oliphant referred to tho ex- 
perience of Edmonton where the board 
of control idea has been adopted with 
benefit and the same benefits would be 
experienced here in saving money and 
relieving tho aldermen of a great deal 
of work. 

W. J. Hanna also spoke briefly ad- 
vocating the adoption of the idea. 

Mayor Hall stated that it was not 
intended, when power was given under 
the act to bring the system Into 
operation until election day, 11111, 
but when Hie petitioners had asked to 
have a bylaw prepared and submitted 
at once so that the election of the 
board might take place next month the 
council agreed to do so. Then it was 
found that owing to defects In the act 
the powers of the board are "not fully 
set forth and it was deemed better to 
wait until amendments could be secur- 
ed to the act when a bylaw could be 
prepared and the election take place 
on election day in 1911. Vancouver 
Is also agitating for a board but the 
same difficulties have been experienced. 

A. B, McXeill suggested that the by- 
law should be put before the people 
at some date other than that of a 
general election when the issue would 
not be overshadowed by other matters.

As soon as Messrs. Brace and 
Griffiths return the latter will start 
bis work and. when be is in a position 
to report, and that report .meets with 
the* approval " f board of directors, 
tenders will be called for and Work 
will start and be prosecuted* with all 
possilde despatch.

Some of our eastern exchanges are 
indulging in a lot of wild speculation 
sis to why thi> government carried 
British Columbia and as to what tin;

We 
suppose they discuss these matters 
for thi' reason that Just now there is 
somewhat of a lull in federal affairs. 
They are, however, wasting a great 
deal of ingenuity. It does not seem 
to occur to them to look for the ob- 
vious things in this connection. Whs- 
is any government likely to be sus- 
tained? We suggest three reasons: 
A record of good administration; 
A progressive future policy; 
The lac]-; of a policy on the part of 
thoir opponents. 

All these things combined to se- 
cure success for Mr. Mc-Bride. The 
Premier is personally a very popu- 
lar man; but it was not bis popularity 
alone that secured his great victory. 
It may do our eastern friends on both 
sides of polities some good if they 
will get this idea well into their 
minds. .Mr. McBrlde won because he 
deserved to win. He has met the 
wishes o! the people in the past and 
he promised t,> meet their aspirations 
for the future. Jaundiced critics talk 
a*bout tie' "power of the machine" and j 
make vague suggestions of corrupt j 
practices, hut there is no foundation j 
for any such nonsense. Li t our eas- 
tern friends malic up their mind that 
tlie government of the province lias 
been administered, not only ably, but 
honestly. Let them get it into their 
heads that Mr. McBrlde endeavored 
to devise a policy that would he of 
benefit to the province, not merely 
something that would catch votes. If 
these things are recognized, and they 
ought to he recognized, for they are 
true, the remarkable triumph of the 
government will seem the most natur- 
al thing in tlie world. 

As for the future, tlie Colonist does 
not profess to speak for Mr. McBride 
in what it is now about to say, for it 
has not discussed the situation In 
this regard with him since the elec- 
tion; but it is quite confident that he 
Is not looking towards the federal 
arena.

A CANADIAN NAVY 

In these times, when some unwise 
people are seeking to make political 
capital for their party, or rather against 
their opponents, by belittling what 
Canada Is to do in regard to ti navy, it 
Is pleasant to read what men, who 
have some sense of responsibility, say, 
Messrs. Brodetir and Borden spoke at 
a recent meeting of tho Manufacturers' 
Association in Montreal. Among the 
things said by Mr. Brodeur we Had the 
following: 

We are, he said, about to begin the 
nucleus of our navy. I know that Can- 
ada is prepared to take her place and 
do her share in contributing to the de- 
fence of the Empire. It Is the first duty 
of Parliament to protect tlie trade of 
the country, and I believe that the 
government Is voicing tho sentiments 
of the people in launching our navy. 
Other countries smaller than Canada 
have fleets. Chili, with 3, 500,000 peo- 
ple, has eleven ships; Argentine has 
only 6,000,000 people and seventeen 
ships, and other countries such as 
Sweden, Norway, Brazil and the Neth- 
erlands have all navies to protect their 
trade routes and safeguard their coast 
lines. It lias been said that In Que- 
bec we would not do our share in tho 
defence of the Empire, hut I take this 
opportunity of stating that the French- 
Canadians would be the first to spring 
to the deefnee of the Empire. For a 
century and a half our rights and 
privileges have been protected by Bri- 
tain, and should anything threaten 
Great Britain the French-Canadians 
would gladly shed their blood for her 
defence. Not only French-Canadians, 
but all Canadians would rally to the 
defence of the flag of old England. 

In the course of a report of Mr. 
Borden's remarks we find these sen- 
tences : 

We must have ideals and alms in 
our national life. There Is no real 
divergence among the people of Can- 
ada in regard to our duty to the Em- 
pire. If war should come all classes 
of Canadians will rally to the defence 
of the flag. In these days war comes 
as suddenly as a bolt from the blue, 
it behooves us, therefore, to be pre- 
pared for any emergency, and as far 
as I can see, It is necessary that means 
be taken at once to provide for any 
crisis. When it comes it will come sud- 
denly. Let us not be caught unpre- 
pared. 

This is in Tine spirit. It shows that 
the Conservative leader la too wise 
and too patriotic to put partisanship 
above his duty to his country and the 
Empire. He may not meet the wishes 
of certain tire-eaters, but he is 
strengthening himself and the Con- 
servative party generally in the esteem 
of the people of Canada. 

We have on one or two occasions 
spoken of the letter written by Sir 
Charles Tupper to Mr. Borden on this 
question. A good part of the letter Is 
taken up with references to former 
epochs In the political history of Can- 
ada, Tin; portions, which refer espe- 
cially to the question now occupying 
the attention of tlie people, arc as fol- 
lows: 

I read with pleasure the resolution 
passed unanimouly by the House of 
Commons, which "pledged Parliament 
to proceed vigorously with the con- 
struction of the Canadian navy and to 
"upport England in every emergency, 
ill that, in my opinion, is required 



certain Liberals In Ontario nnd Quebec 
may seriously embarrass the govern- 
ment In carying out the wishes of 
Parliament. 
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is to hold the Government of the day 
hound to carry that out honestly. 
Navies are maintained largely to pro- 
mote security of mercantile shipping of 
tlie country to which they belong. If 
you turn to Whittaker's Almanac for I 
1909. on page 461 you will find the fol- I 
lowing statement : 

"In the naval expenditures of the 
British Empire on sea-going force in 
1906-7 was ,i:31,S70.000, of which the 
United Kingdom contributed £31,438,- 
000. The aggregate gross tonnage of 
the mercantile marine protected there- I 
by was 10,381,830 (U.K.), 1,22!),24<) 
(India and colonies), total 17,611,090 
gross tons, which carries the annual 
value of nearly £1,500,000,000 (Includ- | 
lug bullion and specie). The naval ex- I 
pendlture is, therefore, 2.13 per cent, it' 
regarded as a premium for insurance. 
Other nations spend as follows (In 
millions of pounds): U.S.A., 25.1 to 
protect 4,241,590 tons of mercantile 
shipping; Japan. U.2 for 1,000,000 tons; 
rtussla, 12.4 for 913,133 tons; Germain-, 
11.4 for 3.810,353 tons; and France, 
12.8 for 1,741.195 tons." 

I do not forget that all parties 111 the 
United States agree in the desire to 
obtain possession of Canada. Under 
existing circumstances it was of Im- 
mense Importance to have sir Wilfrid 
Laurler and his party committed to 
the policy which secured the unanim- 
ous consent of tlie House of Commons 
on a question of such vital Importance, 
and a great responsibility will rest 
upon those who disturb that compact. 

I cannot understand the demand for 
Dreadnoughts in the face of the fact 
that the Admiralty and British Gov- 
ernment have determined that it wa.s 
not tho best mode of maintaining tin: 
security of I lie Empire, and arranged 
With Canada and Australia (the latter 
of whom had offered one or two 
Dreadnoughts), for the construction of 
local navies to keep open the trade 
routes in case of war. 

All difficulty as lo the question of 
autonomy is now removed, as II is fully 
recognized that the great outlying por- 
tions of the Empire are sister nations, 
and that means are adopted to secure 
uniformity in the naval forces of the 
Empire In the design and construction 
of the ships and the training of the 
officers and men. They arc' also to he 
Interchangeable and thus secure uni- 
formity in every respect so as In act 
as effective units with the British 
navy. 

Of course the Government of the day 
will bo held accountable for carrying 
out the policy thus decided upon In a 
thoroughly effective, manner, hut I 
cannot avoid thinking that a fearful 
responsibility will rest upon those who 
disturb or destroy tlie compact entered 
into on this vitally Important ques- 
tion. 



THE CANADIAN NORTHERN. 

Everything relating to the Canadian 
Northern has a special Interest to tho 
people or this province. Tncreroro 
they will be glad to know that this 
company is arranging for a steamship 
lino on the Atlantic. A special Mon- 
treal telegram lo the Toronto Globe 
of the 9th Inst, said: 

Official confirmation was this even- 
ing given to tho report that tho Can- 
adian Northern had concluded ar- 
rangements to start an Atlantic fleet 
of steamships, the story being agreed 
to by Mr. E. Mackay Edgar, of the 
London banking firm of Sperling & 
Co. Mr. Edgar stated that arrange- 
ments had been made to finance the 
nucleus of the future fleet, whoso ves- 
sels' will sail between Montreal, Que- 
bec and Liverpool, in connect; on with 
the C.N.R.'s growing transcontinental 
system. 

We also read In our exchanges of 
the opening of the' Canadian Northern 
lino between Ottawa and Quebec, 
whereby twenty-five' miles are saved 
on the journey between these, two cit- 
ies, the road running through a coun- 
try of great scenic beauty. The com- 
pany's line between Toronto and Ot- 
tawa Is being, pushed forward, so that 
when the links of the transcontinen- 
tal sections are supplied, the company 
will be in an unsurpassed position to 
handle business. We note that the 
Railway Committee has approved of 
the Bill to enable the Edmonton and 
Slave Lake railway company to con- 
solidate witli the Canadian Northern. 
This is interesting news to .British 
Columbia, for it will give the mer- 
chants of our cities a route whereby tlie 
new Canadian Northern can be reach- 
ed with facility. All these things show 
that the Canadian Northern Is very 
much alive.

VISITS CITY 



President of I, T. U, Gives In- 
teresting Address Before 
Local Printers 



An interesting personality, who 
wields a large power on the continent 
of North America visited Victoria 'for 
a few hours on Sunday, James M; 
Lynch, president of the International 
Typographical Union arriving here 
from Vancouver on his way to Seat- 
tle. A heavy built, clean shaven, be- 
spectacled man, with clear light grey 
eyes, betokening a strong individual- 
ity, his power over the body in which 
he is the presiding genius is easily 
recognizable from his close marshall- 
ing of facts, his grasp of the needs 
of his union, and tho programme 
which ho Is carrying out for still

further benefitting the printers of the 
North American continent. 

To the Colonist Mr. Lynch stated 
that he had just completed a trip 
through Canada, visiting various lo- 
cal unions, and generally getting in 
touch with union matters in the Do- 
minion, Returning to Indianapolis 
where his headquarters are, Mr. 
Lynch will visit a number of Ameri- 
can cities, including all the principal 
ones in tne Pacific Northwest. 

The visit of Mr. Lynch to Vancou- 
ver Island Is eminently fitting at this 
juncture for this year the local typo- 
graphical union is celebrating its 
twenty-fifth anniversary. 

At a meeting of the local typo- 
graphical union held in Labor Hall 
on Sunday night Mr. Lynch gave a 
strong summing up of the position, 
scope, and outlook of the Typo- 
graphical Union. Dealing with its 
present position in trade unionism, 
he pointed out that it was Immeasur- 
ably stronger today than at any other 
time. The Individual members were 
giving hearty and undivided support 
Even republics and kingdoms wore 
built on individual effort. The suc- 
cessful emergence from the eight 
hour struggle had contributed largely 
to the present strong position of the 
Typographical Union. 

Subsequent to the eight hour strug- 
gle a number of the older members 
had been thrown out of work, but the 
union recognized that these men had 
thrown in their lot with the organi- 
zation in its time of need. It was 
felt that It was necessary that they 
should be supported now, and hence 
the idea of old age pensions had been 



developed. Tho idea was put for- 
ward at a convention held at Hot 
Springs. It had been worked out and 
now there were 700 pensioners draw- 
ing $4 a week. 

The union further proposed to so 
elaborate this scheme that by Janu- 
ary 1, 1911, any man physically -af- 
fected, so as to *Oo unable to work 
after twenty years membership of 
the union would become a pensioner 
and would draw $4 a week for the rest 
of his life. 

The Printers' Homo. 

During the last eight or nine years 
tho homo at Colorado Springs had 
been broadened in a wonderful, de- 
greo. The homo had been started in 
a small way, and among tho first dif- 
ficulties experienced was the lack of 
water. This had now been overcome. 
Ample water was obtainable. Tho 
beauty features of the homo had been 
developed, another storey had been 
added to the hospital annex, there 
was a new library addition, and the 
facilities of tho consumptive sani- 
tarium were jselng increased. The 
homo as it stood today was worth a 
million dollars. 

Another feature -of the work of the 
union was tho introduction of techni- 
cal Instruction. Skill was paid for 
in these days. The object of the union 
wan to prevent specialization, and in 
tills object considerable success had 
been experienced. Specialization had 
already spoiled a number of trades. 
The feature of the technical educa- 
tion isystem of the union was that 
advantage could be taken of it both by 
journeymen and apprentices. The 
school was in the hands of nble moil. 
Although only In existence for some 
eighteen months it now had a mem- 
bership of some l,f>00 students. Somo 
of these students were journeymen 
over r,0 years of age. Tho cost of the 
course was $25. Tho school had an- 
other feature. It had demonstrated 
tho success of the correspondence 
system of tuition. To succeed at Ids 
trade a printer must be a student all 
the time, otherwise ho would havo to 
give way to a man who had perfected 
himself. 

Mortuary Fund. 

Tho speaker went on to deal with 
the Mortuary Benefit Fundi This had 
been commenced at S«0, but had now 
risen to $75. It was hoped to make 
tills sum $400 furnished to men who 
had over 15 years of . service. The 
mortuary fund was to be carried out 
on tho system of tho maximum of ex- 
penditure and the minimum of re- 
ceipts.. It was only natural that some 
of the members should havo to pay 
more than others, but those members 
would be working at a higher scale of 
wages. The details of the elaborated 
scheme would appear in the noxt is- 
sue of the Typogiapnlcal Union jour- 
nal. 

One of the main objects of the or- 
ganization was to find a way to reach 
the isolated printers on the continent 
the men situated in towns and ham- 
lets. There were places where there 
were, only one, two, three, four or five 
men employed. It was impossible to 
create local unions in these places. 
Their rate of wages could be regu- 
lated by sympathy, but in order to 
Include these printers in the mem- 
bership role of the union It was nec- 
essary to effect a chain of benefits 
which would appeal to their selfish in- 
terests. 

Tho Mortuary Benefit Fund would 
be ;i great factor In tho appeal to 
the isolated printers. .The union want- 
ed to perfect its organization so as to 
be fully prepared in the event of a 
struggle. Its membership was now 
some 4S.000 and it was this great 
membership which had meant ils suc- 
cess in the struggle for an eight-hour 
day. 

The chain of benefits which was be- 
ing established had another feature 
The union had to provide against the. 
improvement in machinery — Improve- 
ment such as could nut be foreseen 
at tho present day. 

Congratulated Local. 

The speaker concluded by congratu- 
lating tile local union. lie understood 
that there was not a non-union man 
employed in Victoria. His advice to 
the local printers was to keep what 



they had and to build upon the foun- 
dation they '.Mid established. 

Tho chulr at tho meeting was occu- 
pied by J. L. Neate the president of 
tho local union. Brief addresses were 
dBliv-v.-td by H. Buckle und George 
M. Watt, the local aeoretary. 

After his speech Mr. Lynch replied 
to a number of (piestlons appertaining 
to union matters in tho trade. Osie of 
the most interesting of these was 
whether ho was in favor of depart- 
ments In tho different news rooms. 
His reply being that he considered tho 
institution or departments was build- 
ing up an artificial barrier against ef- 
ficiency: 

Mr. Lynch left, on Sunday evening 
for Seattle.

ITS QUARTER CENTURY 

1 

Victoria Typographical Union was 
formed In 18S4 and i3 this year cele- 
brating its anniversary on the comple- 
tion of a quarter of a century of 
existence. 

From a gathering of seventeen 
printers who met in a quiet way in a 
small room in St. James' hall in the 
month of April, 1884, has sprung one of 
the largest unions in tho city, number- 
ing at tho present time, not fur short 
of one hundred members. 

Its first president was Mr. AV. II. 
Ellis, still of this city, and for many 
years manager of the Victoria Daily 
Colonist, and whose brother, Mr, Abe 
Ellis, is foreman of the Colonist Job 
room, which Is the largest job printing 
and lithographing establishment this 
side of 'Frisco. The first vice president 
was Mr. Fred Shakespeare, son of tho 
postmaster of this city, and himself 
one of tho permanent staff ' of 'the 
Government printing bureau; the first 
secretary was Mr. III. A. Poat, and the 
sergeant-at-arms of the first union 
was Mr. T. B. MeCabe, now superin- 
tendent In charge of the Colonist com- 
mercial printing business. 

Victoria Typographical Union was 
the first to blaze the trail on this par 
tlcular part of the Pacific Coast, and 
succeeding unions of the different 
trades hayo ever been ready to follow 
the lead given them by the typos. 

Victoria Union has witnessed pro- 
gress in the ait preservative- all along 
the line and few cities of the size of 
Victoria, has more up-to-date printing 
establishments than it, and, what is of 
more importance from a union stand 
point, is tho fact that all the printing 
offices are union, there not being a 
single non-union printer employed in 
the territory of Victoria Typographical 
Union. 

Good Citizens 

Many of its members havo from 
time to time held important public and 
official positions. The present secre- 
tory, Mr. George M. Watt, was elected 
to office in June, 11100, succeeding Mr. 
J. IJ. MoNiven, who was at' that time 
foreman of the Dally Times newsroom 
and who subsequently was elected Olio 
of Victoria's members In the local 
legislature. In the provincial parlia- 
ment Mr. McNlven did good work, 
never missing an opportunity to for- 
ward legislation in .the. Interests of 
working men. A few years ago Mr. 
McNlven was appointed fair-wage of 
fleer for the Dominion of Canada, and 
left Victoria to take up his lieadquur 
ters in Ottawa. 

Mr. Robert Dunn, editor of tho 
Times, was an active member of Vic- 
toria union, until he was appointed to 
his present position. He now holds an 
honorary withdrawal card. 

Another member who was - con- 
spicuous in labor circles Was the late 
air. T. H. Twigg, foreman of the 
Colonist newspaper, who was organizer 
for the American Federation of Labor 
in this district, and in which capacity 
he was successful in forming many- 
unions in tlio several trades in this 
city. lie was at all times prominent 
in labor matters and his counsel much 
sought after by trade unionists. 

Mr. George A. Coldwell, another 
member, now of the Colonist staff, was 
president or tho Trades and Labor 
Council for several years and as such 
took an active part in tho labor move- 
ment throughout the city. Mr. Cold- 
well is also a member of the Vancou- 
ver Island Development League, und 
he also did good work 011 tho executive 
of tho now defunct Tourist Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. W. E, Dltchbrni, who has been 
president on several occasions, Is an 
active worker politically and as such 
is known all over the city. Others 
might be mentioned but those go to 
show that the members of the printers' 
union don't hide their light under a 
bushel, but arc always to the front In 
any work that is for tho benefit of 
tho worker and for the good of the 
city and district in which they live. 

Victoria Typographical Union Is 
affiliated witli the central labor body 
in the city, viz., the Trades and Labor 
Council, and also the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada. Through its in- 
ternational, whose headquarters are at 
Indianapolis, hid., it is affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Victoria Union lias also jurisdiction 
over- Nanatmo and Ladysmlth, two of 
the leading commercial cities on Van- 
couver Island. Alberni, too, owes al- 
legiance to Victoria, a union printer 
being employed on the staff of the 
Pioneer News, whose proprietor and 
Editor, Mr. Richard Burde, was at one 
time an actlvo member of the Typo- 
graphical union. 

Visits Western Canada. 

President Lynch, long recognizing 
the possibilities and potentialities or 
the Canadian West, has at this time 
made an effort to visit some of tho 
cities in Western Canada, including 
in his itinerary, Winnipeg, Calgary, 
Reglna, Edmonton, Vancouver and 
Victoria. His visit at the present has 
been necessarily brief but he hopes to 
again visit the Pacific Coast during 
the following summer. 

The benefits which union printers 
enjoy may be briefly summarized as 
follows: 

Home for the sick and aged. Pen- 
sions for auperannuated members. 
Burial fund for deceased members. 
Education for apprentices. Sanitary 
workrooms for compositors. Member- 
ship in one of the strongest trade 
unions on tho North American contin- 
> II". 

Members Supremo. 

The 1. T. IT. is not a secret organi- 
zation— It has no oaths or ritualistic 
ceremony — the only obligation required 
being a simple pledge of honor, and 
any competent compositor, who has 
served an apprenticeship, is eligible to 
membership. Tho international union 
does not assume the power of Ordering 
strikes, nor docs It advocate resort to 
them, but favors conference and arbi- 
tration as a means of settling the in- 
evitable disputes that arise between 
employers and employers. AVheil a 
subordinate union exhausts every ef- 
fort to secure an amicable adjustment

Lt is true that work last summer was 
plentiful and that the city is prosper- 
out. But it is inevitable that In any 
city of the size of Victoria these should 
be some who were not able to talte ad- 
vantage of the prosperity of which 
there Is happily so much ovldenco. 
In some cases the wage-earner of the 
family has been ill. Widows and or- 
phans have been left to mourn the loss 
of their protector and have not yet 
been able to earn for themselves the 
wages necessary for their support. 
There are old people who cannot bring 
themselves to 'give up the homes in 
which they brought up their children 
and where they can still live In frugal 
independence, but who at this season 
of the year find it hard to buy the lit- 
tle luxuries which in happier times 
enabled them to share with their 
friends their Christmas cheer, There 
are some strangers who have not yet 
been able to purchase the warm cloth- 
ing for their children which they need 
at the beginning of the winter. There 
are families who, If their fathers had 
done their duty, might have .had all 
and more than all that they might 
need who, unless help Is given must 
have none of the Christmas dainties 
of which they, as well us happier chil- 
dren, think so much. 

The people of Victoria have, during 
the year that is past, had many de- 
mands upon their generosity. Very 
many have spent more money than 
usual for their own needs. Among the 
homes that have gone up on every 
hand, are many owned by working 
men who find that they have less than 
usual to spare this Christmas. Yet 
their wives, who In their pretty new 
homes are contriving to make for 
their own little ones a specially happy 
Christmas, will find something to send 
to those other children who need their 
help. 

There are. however, many hundreds 
of men and women in Victoria who 
with no sacrifice but that of kindly 
thought, could help to furnish the 
wherewithal to .'ill the modest bask- 
ets whicli .Mrs. Perrln and her helpers 
are anxious to send out on Christmas 
Eve. Their own Christinas will be a 
happier one If they knew that there 
is not a family in Victoria who is not 
enjoying a good dinner and not a child 
who has not a share of the delights 
that the season should bring on what 
above all, the Children's Day.

\ writer in the London Dally Stall 
has been describing to his English 
readers the working girls of Canada. 
He says that in all the large cities the 
crowds of young women to he mot on 
the streets in the early hours of the 
morning or returning from work in 
the evening were well dressed, cheer- 
ful and overflowing with energy. He 
attributes this to the shorter hours of 
labor and the better regulations in 
the factories and shops In which they 
vork as well as to the higher wages 
they receive. 

The hours of work are. as a. ride, 
from half past eight to half past live, 
and the work-rooms are light, airy, 
well-heated in winter and cooled by 
forced draught In summer. The wages 
range from $5 to $12, and the owners 
of factories complain that the supply 
of labor is insufficient. 

Perhaps the writer has overlooked 
the chief reason why the pliyslque of 
Canadian women workers in the cities 
is so much better than that of those 
la English cities. The great majority 
of them are fresh from the country. 
There has not yet been time, except in 
a few industries, fur the children and 
grandchildren of working women to 
nil tlie factories, workshops and busi- 
ness houses. The girl who lias spent 
fourteen or sixteen years in 
home has not had time ti 
| health and strength before 
rles. It Js not often that sin 
at her work after she has 
to provide for her. As a nil 
adinn thinks it a disgrace dial bis wile 
shall work outside her hi, me. If lie 
lis well and strong lie prefers to sup- 
port his family and tin- high rati' ot 
wages received in most trades enables 
him to do so. 

It is not often that the children of 
the woman who lias a factory girl pur- 
sues the same employment. So far the 
tendency of Canadian life has on the 
whole been upward. Children, we of- 
ten say, begin where their fathers 
leave off," and | hero is much truth in 
the saying.

|ers am) mothers who, if thev are in- 
dustrious and careful cannot give 
their children a better start in life Hum 
they have bad themselves.

CHARGES YET UNCHANGED 



Rules Regarding Codes Issued By tho 
Telegraph Companies Can- 
celled. 



Pending the investigation of tlie new 
code rules issued by the C. P. R., Groat 
Northwestern and Western Union tele- 
graph companies, by Uio railway com- 
mission, the latter have' been with- 
drawn. Tlie rules were to go into force 
on December i\ and the local offices 
of tlie companies mentioned were fur- 
nished with instructions to this effect 
but consequent upon tho temporary 
ruling of the commission at the 
solicitation of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers' association, the companies 
have cancelled their, order. 

The rule issued affected business 
houses using almost any of tlio com- 
mon codes for transacting business by 
wire. It provided that all groups of 
letters whether pronounceable or not, 
when they aro not. dictionary words of 
any of the commonly recognized lan- 
guages in domestic messages will be 
charged at the rate of live letters to 
the word, instead of ten letters as at 
present. Figures, decimal points and 
bars of division were to be counted 
each separately as one word.

of any difference, or finds it necessary 
to re»\'st unreasonable demands, the 
intorna.i'nnal attempts to effect a set- 
tlement, and, If successful, supports 
such of its members as are called upon 
to sacrifice situations in defence of 
principle and manhood. Though the 
union has materially improved condi- 
tions and increased wages In nearly 
',700 localities since 1900, as well as 
preventing reductions during business 
depressions, there have been compara- 
tively few strikes. This forcibly illus- 
trates the power of combination — em- 
ployers, knowing that the resources of 
a. pojverf xxU. organization are behind 
those making the demands, whether 
many or few, -hesitate before acting in 
an arrogant spirit, consent to consider 
the matter, and finally concede, com- 
promise, or submit the difference to 



peaceably secure the eight-hour day, 
but to.no avail. The United Typothe- 
tae was determined to have ■ warfare, 
and long before the date act for the 
inauguration of the shorter workday- 
January 1, 1000 — forced conflicts in 
Detroit, San Antonio arid Chicago. 
President Lynch and Secretary-Trea- 
surer Hays made a special appeal to 
the typothetae convention that met In 
September, 1905, but were told that 
the employers would not at that time, 
nor at any time in tho future, consider 
tho eight-hour day. Tho members of 
tho International Typographical Union 
contributed $5,000,000 to finance the 
fight, and the struggle was most mag- 
nificently successful. It was not com- 
promised. It was won. Statistics com- 
piled for the period covering 1005, 190G 
and 1907 show that the. wages of union 
printers were increased $2,000,000 per 
year, or $0,000,000 In all, during the 
strike period, and that the hours were 
reduced as an average of 7.200,000 in 
all. The record of. the struggle of the 
International Typographical Union for

After one of the greatest 
contests in the history of trade union- 
ism, tho International Typographical 
Union hns established the eight-hour 
day— eight hours per day, or forty- 
eight hours per week— as the maxi- 
mum hours of labor. After this maxi- 
mum, where overtime is necessary, an 
Increased wage must be paid. 

Eight Hour Struggle. 
Tho history of the struggle for the 
eight- hour day is fully set forth in 
the reports of President Lynch and 
the executive council tu the conven- 
tions held in St. Louis in 1901, in To- 
ronto In 1905, in Colorado Springs in 
1906, in Hot Springs In 1907, and in 
Boston in 190S. It may be said here 
that the international officers, through 
conferences witli the representatives of 
the employers' association that was 
dominant at that time, endeavored to 



the eight-hour day in commercial of- 
fices is most illuminating. It makes a 
new era in the progress of trade union- 
ism. 

The Burial Benefit. 

The international Typographical 
Union has a. burial benefit of $75, 
which at least insures every member 
decent interment. Though it was only 
adopted as a feature of its policy in 
October, 1891, the union expended dur- 
ing the past sixteen years over $150.- 
000 on this account. . Subordinate 
unions are free to establish sick relief 
funds and add to the burial benefit If 
they deem it judicious. This benefit 
is alone compensation for the outlay 
which organization involves. It takes 
fourteen years to cover the returns. 
It is demonstrated beyond perad ven- 
ture that well-conducted trade unions 
are capable of bestowing sick and 



has reached the nge of si.tty years 
and who has been at least twenty 
years a continuous member of tho or- 
ganization, and is unable for any rea- 
son to secure sustaining employment 
at his trade, is entitled to a pension of 
$4 per week. At this writing about 
500 members are on the pension list, 
and there is in the pension fund moro 
than $125,000, surplus receipts over ex- 
penditures, thus guaranteeing the sta- 
bility and success of the enterprise. 
The members have something better 
to look forward to than the grudging 
philanthropy of the employer, the 
stinted aid of tho charity association 
or the limited largesse of the com- 
munity. It has tile Union Printers' 
Homo and the pension fund. They be- 
long by right to the Union printer. 
Home for Aged and Infirm. 
A feature which' particularly indl- 



ed at a cost of $22,000 at a later date; 
then a laundry, superintendent's cot- 
tage, greenhouses, barns, lawns, etc., 
were added. The home is situated on 
eighty acres of land donated by the 
citizens of Colorado Springs, which is 
rapidly increasing in value. The pro- 
perty is now set down by conservative 
Colorado gentlemen as being worth at 
least $1,000,000, an evidence that tho 
Indianapolis Journal was not far 
wrong when it said "the Typographi- 
cal Union had proved Itself equal to 
every emergency that confronted it 
during a long and useful career." 

The International Typographical 
Union has expended in sixteen years 
in building and maintaining the Union 
Printers Home over $S00,00O.

Iron Ore. 

The topic of the moment at the coast 
is the establishment of an iron and steel 
industry. The first essential to this is 
cheap and abundant fuel, a matter 
which has been dealt with at consider- 
able length in an earlier article in these 
columns. 

The second requisite is iron ore and 
up to date this is a subject which has 
not received the necessary attention. In 
a general way it is known that there 
aro deposits of iron oro of various 
grades scattered about the province, 
both on the mainland and on Vancouver 
Island, but in no single instance has 
the extern of the deposit been proved, 
and while there is no reason to doubt 
that there Is abundance for all prac- 
tical purposes this is rather a matter 
of deduction than of demonstration. 

Kitchener Deposits. 

Possibly the deposits upon which the 
most work has been done are those sit- 
uate at Kitchener about thirty miles 
east of Koptenay lake. These deposits 
were acquired by the Canadian Pacific 
railway In 1001 and so something like 
$20,000 were expended In making a 
thorough proof. The oro is red hema- 
tite, of the highest known grade, ecpinl 
to the very best product of the LaUW 
Superior district, and running as high 
as (IS per cent in iron, with sulphur and 
phosphorous In practically negligible 
quantities. 

There are continuous veins on this 
properly running north and south, and 
traceable continuously for many miles. 
On the Kitchener property itself they 
extend for about seven miles'; but they 
crop lip again mar the bend of Craw- 
ford Bay, on Grays Creek, where the 
quality remains unimpaired. Five dell- 
nlte veins have been located and proved, 
the thickest being twenty feet thick. 
Thore Is no doubt that the Kitchener 
property aldno Is capable of yielding 
many millions of tons of high grade 
hematite, more than sufficient to justify 
the establishment of an iron smelter at 
Kootenay Luke, other conditions being 
suitable. 

It is estimated that the ore, which 
would have to be mined in shafts, could 
be delivered to the railway which ad- 
joins the property at 3- a ton. Pernio 
coke, even at the present market prico, 
could be laid down at the same spot for 
$C a ton, and limestone for fluxing, 
which exists in abundant quantity on 
Kootenay Lake nearby, can be quarried 
and freighted by water for fiO cents a 
ton. In fact this is what It costs for 
delivery at the Northport smelter. The 
above figures show that the raw ma- 
terial necessary for producing the high- 
est grade of Bessemer steel can all ho 
grouped at or near Kitchener or Koot- 
enay Lake at figures which indicate the 
cost of pigiron at something less than 
515 a ton, even if labor has to be esti- 
mated at the present maximum" "western 
rates. This pigiron could be delivered 
In Kelson for $-0, allowing a. handsome 
margin of profit, and at the coast for 
3.".', figures which are at least Sit) a ton 
lower than the present cost of pigiron, 
whether imported from England or the 
.States. These figures, do not take any 
cognizance of the fact that the Domin- 
ion government, will undoubtedly treat 
a western steel industry with the same 
liberality which they have shown to 
the eastern companies, which have re- 
ceived up to date nearly $10,000,000 in 
bounties on the various steel manufac- 
tures. 

Bull Rivor. 

Although Iron ores have been found 
at many other points on the mainland, 
no work has been done to demonstrate 
their extent except possibly In tho case 
of the Hull River deposits near Cran- 
brook. These deposits were (Irst re- 
ported on by Dr. Dawson in the late 
seventies. He pronounced them to ho 
hematite, of good quality, but. expressed 
a doubt as to whether they were at all 
considerable In drea~ In 1902] II. 1„ 
Prank, of Butte, took an option on these 
properties, and expended a few thou- 
sand dollars in prospecting and testing, 
but did not succeed in proving any con- 
tinuous veins, and tho general impres- 
sion of those who Inspected his work 
was that the lion deposits consisted of 
numerous small "pockets." The prop- 
erty was abandoned and nothing has 
been done since. 

Alborta 

In Alberta, near v the foothills of the 
Rockies, several deposits of magnetite 
have been discovered liul nothing has 
been done towards testing them, and il 
Is Impossible to say whether there Is a 
sufficient quantity to repay the opening 
of a mine, or the building of a. smelter. 
In any event the ore will be more costly 
to smelt and could not be used success- 
fully without a considerable admixture 
of hematite. 

At tho Coast. 

Corning to Vancouver Island there are 
a number of tracts of iron ore which 
have received attention one', upon some 
of them considerable work has been 
done. There Is a group of claims on 
Texada island, containing a magnetite 
deposit, which have attracted a good 
deal of attention. Tho oro consists of 
a series of veins running northwest and 
southeast. These veins are almost ver- 
tical. Upon some of them shafts have 
been sunk, and cross-cuts driven, and 
a quantity of ore has been abstracted 
and sold. One vein has been proved to 
be seventy-live feet thick, and averages 
(10 per cent of metallic iron. It has been 
estimated by expert authorities thai it 
the Texada deposit were property open- 
ed up and equipped with up-to-date ma- 
chinery 1 1 m ore could be mined, for 50 
cents a ton, but even if a dollar a ton 
had to be assumed it would be a mod- 
erate cost. The oro produced from this 
property, aggregating .10,000 tons, lias 
been smelted at tho furnace of the 
Puget Sound Iron company at Irondalo, 
Washington, which Is a sufficient proof 
that II Is suitable for smelting pur- 
poses, and capable of producing a good 
grade of steel. 

Sarita River. 
A noticeable Iron ore deposit Is to bo 
found on Sarita river, Barkley Sound, 
where some work has been. done to prove 
tho deposit: It consists of a bluff sixty 
feet high, mid ninety-two foot thick. 
An assay gave metallic iron fill per cent 
silica, 3,8fi po'r cent, and Burphur .03 
per cent with a trace of phosphorous 
and no titanium. A tunnel bus been 
driven round this ore body, which de- 
monstrates , tho existence of at least 
110,000 tons of ore. This by no means 
exhausts the possibility of tho Sarita 
river deposits, because there are other 
bluffs and exposures, and the whole dls- 
5 trie t requires careful prospecting before 



any reliable estimate could ' bo made. 
The iron Is accessible, and can be ship- 
ped by water, an:I It is to be hoped in 
a tow years by rail, over the new Bark- 
ley Sound railway. 

Bugaboo Creek. 

Deposits which have received much 
more attention are situate on Bugaboo 
creek, attrtbutnry of the Gordon river. 
The creek' runs through a body of mag- 
netic iron ore for about 100 feet. This 
ore body is exposed nnd shows up eigh- 
ty feet wide. The ore is very free from 
Impurities, and admixtures of any kind, 
and is considered to be one of tho best 
prospects on tho coast as it is conven- 
iently situated and could be mined 
cheaply. Tho ore. on assaying yielded 
GO per cent of metallic iron. 
-' Quatsino. 

On another Bugaboo creek whicli runs 
into the northwest arm of Quatsino 
Sound a Seattle company has acquired 
control of a number of claims on which 
bog ore exists. The grade Is low and 
tlie extent of the deposits uncertain. 
Pits have been sunk, and nodular oro 
has been discovered lying in a thin 
Stratum of oxidized silt. It Is doubtful 
whether the nodular deposits are ex- 
tensive, or whether there is much con- 
cretionary ore, and until much more 
surface work baa been done it will be 
a mistake to attach any serious Import- 
ance to these areas. It Is claimed that 
hematite lias been discovered in the 
mountains to the north of Bugaboo 
creek, but this also requires confirma- 
tion. There are many other point's on 
Vancouver Island where iron oro de- 
posits of uncertain extent have been 
seen, and with the single exception of 
the areas last referred to all the others 
aro magnetite. They are scattered al- 
most all over tlie Island, being located 
at Nootka, llesquolt, Sechart, Anderson 
Lake, Sooke and Redondo Island. All 
these magnetite ores are practically free 
from titanium, and sufficiently low In 
phosphorous and sulphur to lie easily 
smelted. The only exception being in 
the ease of the bog Iron at Quatsino, 
Which contains no sulphur, but runs as 
high as 0.5 in phosphorous. 

Smelting Conditions. 

it Ic not necessary to point out the 
great advantage which British Columbia 
enjoys for Washington state as a 
site for Iron smelling. All the ore 
smelted tit Irondalo has been imported 
from British Columbia. Tho American 
coke is much Inferior to our own pro- 
duct and iron ore imported into Wash- 
ington state has to pay an import duty 
of 10 cents per ton. On tlie other hand, 
miner the existing statutes, the Cana- 
dian government may authorize the 
payment of $3 per ton bounty on pig 
iron, $3 per ton> on puddled Iron bars 
manufactured from pig iron made in 
Canada, and if the same assistance is 
rendered In the west its in the east 
thore is an additional bounty of $6 tv 
ton on structural steel and steel rails. 

That there is a sufficient market to 
Justify the establishment of a steel In- 
dustry has been amply demonstrated by 
the result of the experiment at Iron- 
dalo, an experiment conducted under 
many unfavorable conditions Which 
would not apply 'in,. British Columbia. 
The only thing remaining to bo done Is 
to expend a moderate amount in making 
a scientific proof of tho extent of the 
known deposits of Iron ore, and" from 
tlie evidence already to hand thore is 
no reason to doubt that the result of 
such a proof would be satisfactory.

that the rate from New York to Mel- 
bourne is $1 per 100 pounds, and- that 
tho road's share of that rate is $2 to 
tho Coast. The same 100 pounds ship- 
pod to tho Coast point as Its destina- 
tion might call for a rate of $11, and 
only because it Is a shorter haul. The 
greater the haul the greater is the re- 
duction of the rate, comparatively. 

"Other American transcontinental 
railroads have not cared to handle 
westbound New Zealand or Australian 
business, or even Oriental business, bo- 
cause tho Interstate commerce commis- 
sion has ruled that the tariffs of the 
railroads must set forth clearly just 
what proportion of the rate goes to the 
railroads."

Australian Mail Line Will Carry 
Through Freight to Antipodes for 
Milwaukee Railroad. 



An arrangement Is being entered Into 
by Waterhouse & Co. for a freight 
agreement between the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & Puget Sound railroad, and 
the Australian Mall line operated be- 
tween British Columbia and Puget 
Sound ports and Australia, atitl within 
two months tho new transcontinental 
railroad company will accept through 
freight to and from the Antipodes. The 
steamers utilized are the Weir anil 
Howard Smith liners which supply the 
Australian service lor Walerliouse it 
company. 

The through business for .Australasia 
is now handled by the C. P. It. and 
Canadian -Australian line steamers. 
The Australian .Mail line, which was 
established about two years ago has 
been giving a monthly service from 
British Columbia and Puget Sound 
ports via San Francisco to New Zea- 
land and Australian ports. No changes 
are to be made In the steamship line. 

The Hill and Harrlmnn roads are on 
record against accepting this business, 
as this would necessitate publishing In 
their tariffs the proportional kind and 
water rates, as required by tho Inter- 
state commerce commission. The pro- 
portional rate to the Coast in many 
instances would lie lower than the flat 
rati- to the Coast, and tho roads argued 
that sooner or later the interstate com- 
merce commission might probe the flat 
rates on the theory that if freight to 
the Orient could be shipped to the 
Coast ports at a certain rati!, freight 
consigned to Coast points only should 
bo shipped at tlie same and not a 
higher rate. 

When the Chicago, Milwaukee .V: 
Puget Sound opened for business and 
accepted freight It solicited westbound 
Oriental business, and published In its 
tariffs tin.- proportional rates, some- 
thing new for an American transcon- 
tinental railroad to do. 

For the snme reason, the new road 
is now going after the westbound Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand business, 
which hitherto has been handled almost 
exclusively by way of Vancouver or 
over the Isthmus of Panama. 

Steamers Arranged For 

Arrangements have been so for com- 
pleted that work is already well .along 
on the compilation of the tariffs for 
this class of business, and an agree- 
ment has been rcneiied with Prank 
Waterhouse & Company, agents for 
the Australian mall liners from Van- 
couver to Australia and New Zealand 
by whicli these ships will touch at 
Seattle and other Puget Sound ports 
and receive freight for those countries 
routed over the Milwaukee. 

"The decision of the Milwaukee to 
solicit and handle westbound freight 
business for Australia ami Mew Zea- 
land by way of Seattle Is along the 
same line' as tho previous decision to 
handle westbound Oriental business, 
and was made only after careful con- 
sideration," sail R. M. Calkins, traffic 
manager of the road. 

"Of course wo shall have to publish 
In our new tariffs for this class of busi- 
ness the proportional rates received by 
the Milwaukee, as required by the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

"Proportional freight rates are reck- 
oned by the length of the haul by each 
of the participating railroads and 
ocean carriers. Suppose, for instance, 



Vessel for Vancouver Company Under 
Construction Will Be Named the 
Chemainus. 



It is now definitely understood that, 
the Union Steamship company intend 
placing a new steamer on the Coast 
during the course of the next year, 
says tho News-Advertiser. Tho vessel 
will be here early in the summer and 
will be named the Chemainus. The 
steamer is now being built by the 
Dublin Dockyard company, where the 
hull will be finished. Tin- engines will 
be placed in her at Belfast and the 
vessel will be completed there with the 
exception of the deck houses, which 
will bo constructed on her arrival at 
this port. 

The vessel, which will have some- 
what of the same appearance as the 
Cowichan, lias been designed by Mr, 
A. J. C. Robertson, of North Vancou- 
ver. The steamer would have been 
built in the yards here; a longer lime, 
however, and a greater cost persuad- 
ed the company to have the vessel 
constructed In the Old Country. The 
engines are being built by MacColl & 
company, of Belfast, and will enable 
the steamer to have a speed of 
knots. 

The steamer will be specially adapt? 
ed for the trade on this Coast in 
which the company has had more 
than 20 years' experience. The latter 
was originated at Glasgow, but the 
shares aro all practically, owned local- 
ly at the present time. The steamers 
of the company are the Camosnn, 
Cowichan, Casslar, Comox, Capllnno, 
Coqultlum and Coutli. till of which aro 
well known from Port Roberts to the 
head of tin© Portland Canal. It is not 
known at present on what run the 
Chemainus will be employed, but it 
is probable that the vessel will alter- 
nate with the Cowichan.

After a hard fight for eight days 
with heavy gales and great confused 
seas without getting any further than 
SO miles south of Flattery, the yawl- 
rigged H-i-foot yacht Olympic, of' Van- 
couver, B. C„ which left here nine (Jays 
ago for San Francisco and Catallna Is- 
land, returned to port on Sunday in 
distress. Her mizzen was ribboned 
and blown away, a gaff was broken, 
engine disabled, two anchors lost and 
other damage sustained. 

The Olympic was purchased recently 
by XV. Ashe, of Lethbridgo. Alta., from 
C. D. Stimson, of Seattle, and was 
brought to British Columbia and reg- 
istered at Vancouver, where she was 
enrolled among the vessels of the 
Royal Vancouver Yacht Club. With 
her owner and -Mrs. Ashe, Mr. and Mrs. 
Glenvllle, of Lethbridge, and two uea- 
men on board, the Olympic started at 
the beginning of the month for Cali- 
fornia, the Intention of the yachting 
party being to proceed to San Francis- 
co and then to Catalina Island* where 
tile winter was to be spent. 

Meets Heavy Weather. 

Leaving the Straits, the yacht ran 
into heavy, weather, and put into San 
Juan, where she remained until the 
following morning, and then a course 
was set southward. For seven days 
she pounded into confused and moun- 
tain seas. First the wind blew a gale 
from the southeast and then veered to 
the southwest and northeast, and rid- 
ing under a storm trysail, with her 
anchors adrift as sea anchors, the 
Olympic outrode the gale. Soon, 
though, one was caried away, and the 
following day the cable of the other 
parted. 

Showed Little Progress. 

When the navigators wore able to 
"shoot the sun" on Thursday last it 
was found that the yacht was only 20 
miles southwest of Cape Flattery, she 
having pounded day after day into the 
storm and high seas only to be forced 
hack. It was then decided to put 
about and run for Victoria, The fol- 
lowing day the gaff broke, and soon 
afterwards the rnlzzen was carried 
away. 

While the Olympic lay under her 
storm trysail In the gale of Thursday 
last a three-masted schooner, seem- 
ingly in ballast, was sighted, making 
much worse weather of the gale than 
did the small yacht. The schooner 
was shipping heavy seas over her 
decks, and was rolling from beam to 
beam. Coining into the Straits on 
Saturday the yacht was passed by the 
steamer Queen. 

The Olympic Is lying off the yacht 
club, and will probably tie up hece for 
some time.

The court (if. Inquiry held at Seattle 
to Inquire Into the disaster to the Brit- 
ish ship Matterhorn, consisting of Vice 
Consul Bernard l'elly and Captains Jen- 
kins and Davis, (if the steamers River- 
side nnd Ocoano. fuund that the vessel 
was properly stowed and no blame at- 
taches to her crew. 

Considerable attention was paid by 
rhe court to the manner In which the 
vessel's barley cargo had been stowed, 
it being sought to secure evidence to 
(llselo.se a reason for the shifting of 
the cargo. It was shown that the ves- 
sel had carried several similar cargoes 
on previous voyagos without accident, 
and that the cargo on this trip had 
been loaded in exactly the same way as 
had been followed In the former load- 
ings. 

The story of the dlffercnl members 
Of the crew of tin.! vessel was taken ill 
detail, both as to the apparent cause of 
the shifting of the cargo and as to the 
appliances for life-saving on the Mat- 
terhorn, the evidence showing that the 
shifting of the cargo was due lo the 
Impact from a particularly heavy sea 
at the same time that the vessel was 
heeled over by a violent squall. 

The launching of the lifeboat on the 
weather side of the ship, the boat on 
the lee being smashed, was regarded as 
a remarkable piece nf seamanship by 
the board of Inquiry, and the fact that 
the night when the vessel sank and 
when the: men bad to swim out from 
th • ship to the lifeboat was bright 
moonlight, instead of cloudy or raining, 
ns Is usually the case at this time of 
year, was held to bn the only reason 
thai the loss of life had not been great- 
er. If It had net been for the moon- 
light neither the swimmers nor the men 
in the boat would have been able to 
observe the others.

Little Halibut Fishing Vessel Lost and 
Complement of Fishermen Land 
at Prince Rupert. 

"Word has been received from Prince 
Rupert that the little schooner Lulu 
blew up at sea recently and is a total 
loss while her crew of Vancouver 
youngsters have safely reached Prince 
Rupert without Injury and also with- 
out money. The news was contained 
in a brief telegram received by Air. I 1 '. 
I L. (.Mark, from his son George who 
commanded the Lulu. In this telegram 
young Clark states that the Lulu blew 
tip but that no one was hurt and that 
he and his crew are at Prince Rupert 
waiting help from Vancouver. 

The L,ulu left Vancouver during the 
summer 10 llsh for halibut and she has 
been running her catches into Prince 
Rupert. She Is a vessel with an in- 
teresting history for It was In 1SSS that 
a man named Jensen built her at 
Seattle. As be was not a native born 
American lie was unable to secure 
papers for her but obtained permission 
to take her to Port Townsend to be 
completed. Instead of making Port 
Townsend, however, Jensen squared 
away for the Fraser river and finished 
the schooner on CiUlu Island, christen- 
ing her Lulu. Hi: sold her to Captain 
Hut, of Mud Bay, who sailed her for 
some time before transferring her to 
Angus McLeod, now of Hope moun- 
tain. In J HOW Harry West, of the Bil- 
linsgate Fish company, purchased the 
Lulu and for five years sailed her on 
the west coast trading with the In- 
dians. The Lulu battered her way 
through some sovero weather and Mr. 
West's honeymoon was spent in a 
three months' trading trip on the little 
schooner. He sold her to some Italians 
who transferred her to George Clarke 
this summer for $900. The schooner 
was hauled out and now timbers put 
In new engine installed, and general 
repairs effected and when she sailed 
for the north she was valued at $4,000. 
Trouble with her gasoline probably ac- 
counts for her loss. She carried four 
dories and was a most seaworthy craft.

She brought word that ' tho 
Skeona was full of running ico and that 
camps along the Stewart district were 
shut down owing to cold and snow In- 
terfering with outside work. 



Waterlogged Schooner Benecia 
Picked Up By Tug Tyee 
and Towed In 



After a hard fight with tho elements 
the barkentirie Benecia was picked up 
yesterday morning by the tug Tyee, 
with nine feet of water In her hold and 
her deckload gone, jettisoned during 
the storm. She reports having passed 
wreckage off the coast Indicating that 
some vessel has met disaster. There 
was considerable wreckage drifting 
about 13 miles southwest of Cape Flat- 
tery, including a mast, painted red, 
and a mass of tangled rigging. Sev- 
eral vessels have arrived damaged by 
the gales of last week. The schooner 
David Evans has reached Port Towns- 
end in a leaking condition, with 150,000 
feet of her deckload of lumber gone, 
while the schooners Ruth E. Godfrey, 
Rosamond, and Oceana Vance, have 
arrived with sails ribboned and ,'rig- 
ging carried away. Tho Rosamond 
and Ruth E, Godfrey, after limping in- 
to the straits, were becalmed off Dun- 
geness, and were saved from going 
ashore by the United States lifesavjng 
tug Snohomish, which towed them to 
an anchorage. 

.Masters of all schooners report dam- 
age by the gales of the past ten days, 
which were as fierce as any experi- 
enced off the coast for many years. 
The schooner Ethel Znno reached Clal- 
lam Bay on Sunday from San Fran- 
cisco, and her report of the predica- 
ment of tho distressed Benecia sent 
the tugboats and the Snohomish in 
search of her. 

The Ethel Zano reported speaking the 
Benecia last Thursday In distress 
about 170 miles southeast by south of 
Cape Flattery. The Benecia had lost 
her deckload and signalled that sho 
had about 10 feet of water in her hold. 
She was endeavoring to reach Cape 
Flattery and asked that assistance bo 
sent to her. Tho tug Tyee was off 
Plllur Point between Port Angeles nnd 
the cape, when the wireless was sent, 
and intercepted the message. She 
was hurried out to search for tho 
barkentihe and picked her up yester- 
day morning. Captain Gould, of the 
Ethel Zane said: "We laid by. tho 
Benecia all day the 0th, and as wo 
drifted faster had to leave her, in lati- 
tude 45:35, longitude 120:52 west. The 
wind was southwest forty miles. Tho 
Benecia was making four knots an 
hour towards Cape Flattery, a heavy 
sea making from Hie southwest. When 
I left her I burnt rockets all night, ex- 
pecting to call tho .attention of the 
United States ,lify-,iaving tug Sno- 
homish. But no hews was known un- 
til, reported by the weather bureau at 
Clallam bay, Mr. Rasmussen, In charge, 
going out to the schooner Ethel Kane 
in a small boat." 

The Benecia sailed from Wlllapa 
harbor November 30, with a cargo of 
lumber for Guaymas. She is com- 
manded by Captain Hayes. 

The Benecia Is considered a smart 
sailer, and only last spring made the 
voyage from Grays Harbor lo Guay- 
mas in 20 days, the smartest passage 
in several years. On that occasion she 
left the harbor April 13, and arived sit 
Guaymas May 3. The Benecia was 
built at Benecia, Cal., in ISO!). She is 
a vessel of r.53 net tons, and is 100 feet 
in length, 40 feet beam, and II feet 
depth of hold. Sho caries a crew of 
1!) men. 

The David Evans, which reached 
Port Townsend in distress, sailed from 
Gray's Harbor. When she crossed the 
bar she encountered a severe storm, 
which carried away a potion of her 
sail causing seams to open, and It was 
found necessary to jettison a portion 
of the deck load. 

In her crippled condition she headed 
for Capo Flattery, and succeeded in 
sailing up the straits as far as Dunge- 
ness, when she was picked up by a tug. 

FISHING STEAMER'S 

ROUGH TRIP 

Manhattan Reaches Vancouver After 
Losing Gear— Rough Weather In- 
terferes With Work. 

After one of the roughest trips of her 
career the steamer Manhattan, Captain 
Gotte. reached Vancouver yesterday 
minus gear to the value of $1,500, with 
a broken windlass, nnd a smashed pro- 
peller nnd only S5.000 pounds of halibut 
to recompense her for a fourteen-day 
trip. 

Terrible weather was experienced and 
tho vossel lost 72 skates of gear at one 
set This with its necessary hooks, 
lope am' buoys was worth $1,500, but 
beyond that tho .Manhattan will have 
to go on Hie marine ways to get a new 
propeller and now windlass. Tills means 
that Vancouver shipyards and dealers 
will benefit to the extent of some, thou- 
sands of dollars from the damage sus- 
tained by the steamer. 

The Manhattan reports that, all steam- 
ers on the Imnks have failed to get 
good catches, perhaps the most notable 
case being Hint of the big .steamer Chi- 
cago, which was out thirty-one days 
and only landed 10,000 pounds of llsh. 

A feature of the Manhattan's cargo 
was two carloads of llsh from the 
Ketchikan plant of the How England 
Fish company, and this is worth noting 
because It Is the first Alaska fish ship- 
ped to the cast through Vancouver. The 
plan! of the company is now in fulV 
swing and It is the Intention of the 
management to ship Uk product through 
Vancouver Instead of Seattle. On Wed- 
nesday I he steamer Northland Is ex- 
pected hero with live carloads of this 
Ko tch Ilea n llsh and all the steamers of 
the company will In future make regu- 
lar calls at Ketchikan for llsh. 

The schooner Elsie Bradford also re- 
turned yesterday after a fishing trip of 
21 ildys. she obtained 12,000 pounds 
of mixed llsh, principally halibut. 



Capilano'^ Rough Trip.

CAN'T PUMP TO 
REQIJIiD LIMIT 

K-i::h Pressure Pumps So Far 
Cannot Comply With the 
Terms of Co ntract 

AVIth the first difficulty overcome and 
tlit! pumps put into fair running condi- 
tion, another trouble, and one more so- 
rlpus than the Hrst; has developed in 
connection with the salt water, high 
pressure pumping ystem. After nu- 
merous tests it has developed that the 
pumps will not work to the capacity 
required -under the contract between 
the city and the D'Ollier Engineering 
company of Philadelphia, the makers 
and installers of the duplicate system 
of steam and electric pumping ma- 
chinery. The contract cull3 for a 
minimum pressure of 150 pounds to 
the square inch. This pressure has not 
yet been obtained, the pumps working 
to about eighty per cent of that ca- 
pacity. After working; to the latter 
point, tlit; volume of water cannot it 
is stated, bo Increased. 

That under these circumstances the 
city will finally accept tlte pumps on 
which some $8,000 has already been 
paul, is a question which will doubtless 
con up for consideration in a short 
th..;j. air. Wagner, the insurance expert 
who was recently in the city making 
an examination of tho city's ability to 
give adequate fire protection, is said 
to have made himself cognizant with 
the facts and while he made no 
statement relative to the pumps he 
hinted that the underwriters would ex- 
pect to see the pumps made to con- 
form with the provisions of the con- 
tract, which calls for the minimum of 
150 pounds per square Inch and a 
capacity of 4, 000,000 imperial gallons 
each per twenty-four hours. 

With the exception of the manu- 
facture of the pumps and their installa- 
tion the city has done all. the work 
on the .system. The system of mains 
has been laid and tested to a pressure 
u! much more than would be experienced 
in case the pumps should be worked to 
the required capacity. The D'Ollier 
Engineering company manufactured the 
pumps, and under the contract had to 
Instal them and deliver thorn to the 
city fully up to requirements. When 
the steam turbine pump was first test- 
ed defects developed. Tho bearings 
became over-heated and it was only- 
after several weeks wotk and changes 
that the pump worked In such manner 
that it ran fciuoothly. I!ut even then 



It was not entirely satisfactory though 
it was expected that after tho parts 
became "set" this defect would disap- 
pear as is usually the case with all 
machinery. The electric pump was next 
put In jopcrution and a number of con- 
tractors' tests made, it works smooth- 
ly, it is said, but the final difficulty, 
inability of either pump to deliver the 
contract minimum has now tu be con- 
fronted. 

Should the city refuse to accept the 
pumps tho company will have to manu- 
facture and instal others of the. re- 
quired capacity, which will mean 
many more months of delay. Home 
arrangement might be come to where- 
by the City could use the present 
pumps which undoubtedly would give 
a good lire service though not up to 
tho limit contracted for, until other 
pumps were ready toi installation, but 
as that would mean a great loss to 
tho company, difficulty will doubtless 
be experienced with the company 
should tho city make any such propo- 
sition. 

The company's export has been in 
the city for two months or more ami 
as tho entire expense of installation 
must be borne by the company the city 
is under no expense for his services 
but tlie delay which has taken and 
evidently will take place has been an- 
noying. 

It will lie remembered that when t' 
dors were first called for pumps it waa 
specified that -1,000,1)1)0 gallons (im- 
perial) per twenty-fo'nr hours was de- 
signated for eaeli pump. The tenders 
were reported on by the city electrician 
who pointed out that the pumps of 
the lowest tenderer could not deliver 
that amount being but ot the capacity 
of four million gallons (American) 
about 82 per cent of the capacity as 
required. 

The council finally decided to call 
for new tenders and Mr. Hutchinson, 
who had run foul of the firm tender- 
lug in the first Instance, refused to 
pass upon the second batch of tenders 
that work being entrusted to Arthur li. 
Adams, the city's water expert, who 
I finally awarded the lender to the 
D'Ollier Engineering company of Phila- 
delphia, for about $19,000, at the same 
time practically substantiating Mr. 
Hutchinson's ruling in the case of the 
first render. 

The result from the pumps now in- 
stalled would indicate that the manu- 
facturers used the American gallon as 
a unit of measurement of the pumps' 
capacity, as up to dale the capacity 
has been about 82 per cent of what it 
should have been had the pumps been 
built for a capacity of 4,000,000 im- 
perial gallons each as stipulated. 

The expert now here is daily in com- 
munication with his principals in 
Philadalphla and frequent changes are 
recommended to him which, though 
tried, have not produced the desired 
results.

City Barrister Advises in Long- 
standing Trouble Over Wa- 
terfront Lot 



After hanging back for several years 
and refusing to execute tho lease with 
'the Demon Gonnaspn and Taylor Mill 
company of the waterfront lot at tho 
foot of Queen's avenue, as requested by 
the companies, the city will, if it adopts 
the advice of tho city barrister, finally 
execute the lease for a period of ten 
years, the time to run from the present. 
Negotiations have been going on for 
Several years, ever since 11)05, the time 
when the Lemon Gonnason company 
mailt! application to the Dominion for a 
lease of the lot.
